Shortage  of  Hair  Combs. — Captain  Water- 
house  (Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Trade)  stated  in  the  House  of 
ommons  on  December  21,  1944,  that  it 
lad  been  possible  in  the  previous  quarter 
to  increase  production  of  hair  combs  by 
ialf-a-million. 

Middle  East  Imports. — The  Middle  East 
Supply  Centre  has  communicated  to  the 
Governments  of  Middle  Eastern  countries 
certain  modifications  in  the  present  system 
ii  control.  The  most  important  is  that  for 
a  wide  range  of  items  M.E.S.C.  recommend- 
ations for  territorial  import  licences  will  no 
longer  be  required.  Import  licensing  regu- 
lations at  present  in  force  in  all  territories 
will  continue.

Export  Licensing  Changes. — Some  relaxa- 
tions in  the  control  of  exports  are  made  by 
the  Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  3) 
Order,  1944  (S.  R.  &  O.,  No.  1424),  which 
became  operative  from  January  1,  1945. 
The  following  are  among  goods  which  are 
removed  from  the  schedule  to  the  Export 
of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  10)  Order,  1943,  and 
which  consequently  require  licences  only 
when  exported  to  destinations  to  which  the 
export  of  all  goods  is  controlled :  Manu- 
factures wholly  or  mainly  of  non-precious 
metal,  the  following :  Hair  ornaments ; 
bulbs  of  the  kind  used  in  aerated  water 
syphons,  hair  clips,  hair  curlers,  hair  grips, 
hair  pins,  and  hair  slides,  pins  and  safety 
pins,  nail  files,  vanity  cases  and  compact 
cases;  manufactures  wholly  or  partly  of 
non-precious  metal,  the  following  :  Knives, 
scissors  and  parts  thereof,  and  razors ; 
lime,  ultramarine  blue.  By  an  addition  to 
Article  5  of  the  Export  of  Goods  (Control) 
(No.  10)  Order,  1943,  perfumery  and  toilet 
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preparations,  whether  medicated  or  not 
(but  not  including  soaps)  are  released  from 
export  licensing  requirements  unless  ex- 
ported to  destinations  to  which  the  export 
of  all  goods  is  controlled.  The  notice  refers 
to  export  licensing  requirements  only,  and 
does  not  affect  any  regulations  governing 
manufacture,  including  manufacture  for 
export. 

Conference  on  Science  in  Industry. — A 

conference  on  "The  Place  of  Science  in 
Industry"  is  being  organised  by  the  British 
Association,  through  its  division  for  the 
social  and  international  relations  of  science, 
to  take  place  at  the  Royal  Institution, 
London,  W.i,  on  January  12  and  13.  The 
first  session,  at  which  the  chairman  will  be 
Mr.  Ernest  Bevin  (Minister  of  Labour  and 
National  Service),  will  be  on  "What  Indus- 
try Owes  to  Science."  Subsequent  sessions 
will  deal  with  "Fundamental  Research  in 
Relation  to  Industry,"  "Industrial  Re- 
search and  Development,"  and  "The 
Future:  What  Science  Might  Accomplish." 

Newcastle  Joint  Meeting. — At  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Newcastle  and  Northum- 
berland Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  on  December  5,  1944, 
the  following  reports  were  given :  On  the 
N.P.U.  Conference  by  Messrs.  A.  V.  Atkins 
and  T.  Sisterson ;  on  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  by  Messrs.  H.  Whewell 
and  W.  R.  Webster.  There  was  much 
discussion,  and  questions  were  asked  of  and 
answered  by  the  delegates.  The  discussion 
was  followed  by  a  Chemist's  Friends 
"quiz,"  in  which  various  questions  on 
C.F.  principles  which  had  been  sent  to  the 
N.P.U.  branch  secretary  (Mr.  R.  A.  Huds- 
pith)  were  answered. 

World  Health  Organisation  Proposed. - 

Dr.  Thomas  Parran  (Surgeon-General  of 
the  United  States  Public  Health  Service) 
pointed  out  recently  that  a  world  health 
service  sponsored  by  the  United  Nations, 
which  he  urged  should  be  set  up,  would 
have  a  large  body  of  experience  as  a  result 
of  past  and  current  international  action 
by  the  Paris  Office  of  International  Hygiene, 
the  Health  Section  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions, and  the  prospective  action  pro- 
grammes of  the  United  Nations  Relief  and 
Rehabilitation  Administration,  supple- 
mented by  the  proven  policies,  in  the 
western  hemisphere,  of  the  Pan-American 
Sanitary  Bureau  and  Institute  of  Inter- 
American  affairs.  Control  of  epidemics, 
exchange  of  epidemiological  intelligence 
and    application    of    uniform  quarantine 


measures  were  basic  elements  in  futur 
international  health  collaboration,  but  thi 
should,  however,  go  far  beyond  them.  Fiv 
tasks  such  a  world  health  body  coul< 
perform  were :  To  carry  forward  th 
League  of  Nations'  standardisation  o 
biological  products  (especially  of  ne\ 
drugs  such  as  penicillin) ;  to  ensure  mini 
mum  commercial  food-quality  standards 
exchange  health  personnel  through  stud 
tours ;  set  up  control  commissions  fo 
major  diseases  such  as  malaria,  leprosy  an< 
typhus  fever ;  foster  health  education  on  a 
international  scale ;  and  give  guidance  t 
other  organisations  concerned  with  welfare 
such  as  the  prospective  international  foo 
organisation  and  the  International  Labou 
Office.

In  Possession  of  Opium. — At  Glasgow,  on

£50  Opium  Fine. — At  Southend  police 
jurt,  on  December  5, 1944,  Tang  Ah  Kuang, 

Chinese,  was  fined  ^50,  and  £5  costs,  for 
eing  in  possession  of  1  lb.  1  oz.  opium.  He 
;ated  he  had  bought  the  opium  in  Liverpool 
>r  £5  and  hoped  to  sell  it  for  £20. 

Unlawful  Poisons  Sale. — At  Cheltenham, 
jcently,  Anne  Elizabeth  Hawley,  Thomas 
rancis  Hawley,  and  John  Lowson  Hawley, 
ir  Croft,  London  Road,  were  fined  £10 
>r  wrongfully  using  the  title  "chemist," 
30  for  selling  poisons  without  being 
uthorised  sellers ;  ^30  for  selling  poisons 
therwise  than  under  the  supervision  of  a 
jgistered  pharmacist;  and  £1  for  selling 
oison  in  an  improperly  labelled  container, 
t  was  stated  that  defendants  had  previously 
een  fined  for  similar  offences. 

Tooth-paste  Overcharge. — At  Flint  police 
ourt,  on  December  12,  1944,  Isaac  P.  Davies, 
lalkyn  Road,  Flint,  in  business  as  Peers 
I  Edwards,  Church  Street,  was  summoned 
)r  a  contravention  of  the  Price  Control 
.cts.  Evidence  was  given  that  on  June  29 
nd  June  30  he  sold  a  y^d.  tube  of  tooth- 
aste  for  is.  Defendant,  who  said  he  had 
een  in  business  for  fifty  years,  stated  he 
ad  no  intention  of  overcharging.  He  had 
ever  previously  sold  y^d.  tubes  of  that 
articular  toothpaste.  The  customers  came 
1  during  the  rush  hour  and  he  made  a 
listake.  He  was  fined  £2  on  each  charge, 
dth  costs  amounting  to  £8  19s. 

Pharmacy  Act  Offences. — In  South  Lon- 
on,  recently,  Ripley  Webb,  Ltd.,  Ivydale 
toad,  Nunhead,  and  the  company's  man- 
ging  director  (Mr.  G.  H.  W.  Spedding)  were 
harged  with  offences  against  the  Phar- 
lacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  alleged  to  have 
ccurred  in  transactions  at  367  Lordship 
*ane,  East  Dulwich.  Spedding  was  sum- 
loned  for  selling  morphine  in  a  linctus 
therwise  than  under  the  supervision  of  a 
ualified  chemist,  and  there  was  a  similar 
harge  for  selling  ephedrine  in  Anestan. 
"he  company  was  summoned  for  selling 
lorphine  on  unregistered  premises,  other- 
wise than  as  authorised  sellers  of  poisons, 
nd  in  a  container  not  correctly  labelled, 
"here  were  similar  charges  in  respect  of 
mestan.  It  was  stated  that  for  forty-nine 
ears  the  shop  was  run  by  a  qualified 


pharmacist  before  Spedding  took  it  over 
on  behalf  of  the  company.  The  company 
was  fined  a  total  of  £2^  5s.,  including  costs, 
and  the  managing  director  (Spedding)  a 
total  of  £6. 

Imprisonment  Sentence. — At  Bow  Street, 
London,  magistrates'  court,  on  December  29, 
1944,  Joseph  Joskowicz,  general  dealer, 
trading  as  Josco,  Shaftesbury  Avenue, 
W.C.,  was  charged  with  contravening  the 
Toilet  Preparations  Order;  harbouring 
uncustomed  razor  blades  and  other  goods, 
and  buying  controlled  goods  without 
receiving  or  demanding  an  invoice.  It  was 
stated  that  Customs  officers  who  visited 
Joskowicz's  premises  on  December  13  found 
5,538  razor  blades  and  a  quantity  of  French 
perfumes,  brilliantine,  cosmetics,  cold  cream 
and  fancy  goods.  Joskowicz  said  he  had 
paid  two  Frenchmen,  whose  names  he  did 
not  know,  about  £100  for  the  perfumes  and 
cosmetics,  and  had  acquired  the  razor 
blades  from  U.S.  soldiers.  A  police  officer 
said  that  Joskowicz  was  fined  in  1942  and 
1943  for  acquiring  stockings  without  cou- 
pons. The  magistrate  said  the  nature  of 
this  trading  was  a  direct  incitement  to 
crime.  He  sentenced  Joskowicz  to  twelve 
months'  imprisonment  and  ordered  him  to 
pay  ^42  costs.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given 
on  Joskowicz's  behalf. 

Plea  of  Poverty. — At  Edinburgh  sheriff 
court,  on  December  27,  1944,  William  Long- 
bottom  Graham,  homoeopathic  chemist, 
33  Warriston  Crescent,  Edinburgh,  pleaded 
guilty  to  a  charge  that  on  September  25, 
in  premises  occupied  by  him  under  the 
trade  name  of  "  J.  C.  Pottage,"  25  Dundas 
Street,  he  took  and  used  without  authority, 
in  connexion  with  the  sale  of  goods  by 
retail,  the  title  of  chemist.  He  admitted 
four  previous  convictions  for  the  same 
offence.  The  deputy-fiscal  said  that  Graham 
was  a  qualified  chemist,  but  must  be  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
before  he  could  use  the  title  chemist  in 
connexion  with  his  business.  To  be  a 
member  he  must  pay  an  annual  fee,  but 
during  the  past  few  years  it  had  been 
necessary  to  bring  him  to  Court  before  he 
would  make  any  move  to  pay  his  subscrip- 
tion. He  had  always  received  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  Court  because  of  his  advanc- 
ing years  and  his  plea  of  poverty.  Graham, 
who  declined  the  assistance  of  a  solicitor, 
repeated  his  plea  of  poverty,  and  said  "he 
could  not  change  at  his  time  of  life."  The 
sheriff  imposed  a  fine  of  £5. 
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CONTRACEPTIVES  BY  POST 


A  complaint  under  the  Post  Office  Act, 
1908,  as  amended  by  the  First  Schedule  of 
the  Post  Office  Amendment  Act,  1935, 
heard  at  Stirling  sheriff  court  recently,  was 
said  by  an  agent  to  raise  a  wide  issue  in 
regard  to  the  sending  of  contraceptives  by 
post.  It  was  alleged  that  a  Bridge  of 
Allan  woman,  Elizabeth  Speirs  Laird,  12 
Cousin's  Buildings,  had  sent  or  procured 
to  be  sent  a  postal  packet  addressed  to  a 
single  woman,  enclosing  an  indecent  article 
(a  contraceptive)  and  an  indecent  written 
communication  regarding  it. 

Relevant  Portion  of  the  Act 

Before  tendering  a  plea,  accused's  solic- 
itor submitted  that  there  was  no  contra- 
vention of  the  statute  to  be  inferred  from 
the  facts  stated.  The  relevant  portion  of 
Section  63  (1)  (b)  of  the  1908  Act,  he  said, 
provided  that  a  person  must  not  send  or 
attempt  to  send  a  postal  packet  which 
enclosed  an  indecent  or  obscene  print, 
painting,  photograph,  book,  card,  or  any 
indecent  article  whether  similar  to  the  above 
or  not ;  and  that  the  Amendment  Act 
added  to  the  articles  which  must  not  be 
sent,  first,  a  cinemotograph  film;  and, 
second,  a  written  communication.  His  sub- 
mission was  that  a  contraceptive  was  not 
an  indecent  article.  An  article  which  was 
advertised  openly  in  shop  windows  without 
complaint,  which  was  openly  advertised  in 
the  Press,  and  on  which  many  books  had 
been  written,  was  not  an  indecent  article. 
"If  it  is  to  be  an  offence  under  the  section 
to  send  a  contraceptive  by  post,  then  un- 
doubtedly a  considerable  trade  and  postal 
traffic  in  these  articles  is  to  be  struck  at, 
and  there  has  never  been  any  suggestion 
that  they  should  be  struck  at." 

Solicitor  said  accused  was  charged  with  a 
statutory  offence  against  the  Post  Office 
Act;  and  unless  his  lordship  was  to  arrive 
at  the  broad  rinding  that  a  contraceptive 
was  an  indecent  article,  which  it  had  never 
been  held  to  be  in  the  past,  then,  he  sub- 
mitted, the  complaint  was  not  relevant. 

Procurator-fiscal's  Argument 

The  procurator-fiscal  said  the  particular 
section  of  the  Post  Office  Act,  as  amended, 
was  introduced  to  prohibit  the  use  of  H.M. 
Post  for  the  conveyance  of  indecent  articles 
or  communications.  A  case  decided  in  1931 
in  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary  related  to 
the  keeping  for  sale  in  a  shop  of  indecent 
prints  of  naked  women,  in  contravention 
of  the  Glasgow  Corporation  Confirmation 


Act,  and  the  idea  was  then  advanced  t 
the  photographs  might  properly  have  be 
displayed  in  an  art  gallery.    One  of 
judges  said  it  was  open  to  the  appellant 
have  urged  upon  the  magistrates  that 
prints  were  kept  for  sale  on  account 
their  appeal  to  artistic  or  aesthetic  tast 
and  not  for  the  purpose  of  exciting  ero 
emotions — one  of  the  touchstones  of 
decency.    The  agent  for  the  defence, 
went  on,  had  argued  that  the  letter  quot 
in  the  charge  was  not  indecent,  but 
said  that,  coupled  with  the  enclosure, 
was    indecent    as    a  communication, 
maiden  lady  received  a  letter  which, 
submitted,  was  one  strongly  appealing 
the  erotic  tendencies,  and  accordingly 
was  indecent. 

His  lordship  was  not,  he  thought,  coi 
pelled   to   consider   whether   the  cont 
ceptive  was  an  indecent  article,  or  whet 
it  was  going  to  stop  traffic  by  post.  W 
they  both  indecent,  having  regard  to  t 
circumstances  of  the  case?   He  submitt 
that  they  were,  and  he  did  not  think 
would  do  for  his  friend  to  say  it  was  w 
known  that  these  articles  were  transmitt 
by  post.    Obviously,  if  you  wrote  for 
article  and  it  was  delivered  to  you,  y 
could  hardly  complain  ;  but  if,  unsolicite 
you  received  a  letter  with  an  enclos 
such  as  the  one  in  question,  then  he  s 
mitted  that  both  were  indecent  in  t 
circumstances  of  the  case.  There  might 
an  article  which,  in  certain  circumstanc 
might  not  be  indecent,  but  in  other  circui 
stances  would. 

Plea  of  Guilty 

In  reply,  defending  solicitor  said  th 
was  no  averment  in  the  complaint  abo 
circumstances,   and   if  the  circumstan 
were  coming  into  the  complaint  he  m 
have  fair  notice.  He  was  not  there  to  m 
a  civil  complaint  at  the  instance  of  t 
recipient,  but  a  criminal  charge  of  cont 
vening  the  Post  Office  Act.   If  his  lords 
indicated  any  doubt  as  to  whether 
article  was  indecent,  it  would  probably 
necessary  for  him  to  put  the  point  forwa 
to  the  society  of  traders  dealing  with  th 
matters.      The   sheriff   decided   to  re{ 
the  objection  taken  by  the  solicitor  to  t 
relevancy  of  the  charge,  leaving  it  open 
him  to  ask  for  a  stated  case,  if  he  so  desire 
on  the  abstract  question.  The  solicitor  thi 
tendered  a  plea  of  guilty  on  behalf  of  t] 
accused.  A  fine  of  £5  was  imposed,  with  t]| 
alternative  of  thirty  days'  imprisonment. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


The  New  Year 

The  thirty-one  New  Year  greetings  in 
pour  last  week's  issue  (pp.  684-691)  have 
been  read  by  me  with  much  enjoyment. 
Venturing  to  describe  them  in  one  sentence, 
[  suggest  that  they  show  a  sound  knowledge 
of  present  realities  and  a  determination  to 
tackle  prospective  problems  resolutely. 
We  begin  the  year  "deeply  thankful,"  as 
Mr.  F.  J.  Smith  writes,  "that  whatever  we 
may  have  endured  individually,  we  have 
been  spared  the  untold  miseries  of  enemy 
occupation."  That  foundation  for  our 
activities  goes  deep.  The  misery  of  the 
occupied  countries  of  Europe  is  psychological 
as  well  as  physical :  it  results  from  cunning 
enemy  propaganda  directed,  no  doubt,  to 
the  engendering  of  anarchy  and  despair. 
More  than  one  of  your  contributors  have 
made  the  deduction  that  our  immense 
advantage  in  this  respect  should  not  be 
frittered  away  by  allowing  ourselves  to  be 
beguiled  with  topics  of  minor  importance. 
To  put  the  point  shortly,  we  must  keep  our 
heads.  That  truth  is  well  expressed  by 
Mr.  John  Anderson  and  by  Mr.  R.  G.  W. 
Norrish.  To  "maintain  unity,  in  our  ranks 
and  have  faith  in  each  other; "  to  "prepare 
ourselves  to  think  nationally  and  construc- 
tively and  not  parochially  about  the  results 
of  our  work":  these  are  wise  resolves 
with  which  to  begin  the  year.  War  weariness 
can  bring  with  it  the  insidious  temptation 
to  make  rose-coloured  forecasts  of  a  happy 
future,  and  to  become  irritable  when  our 
colleagues  fail  to  countersign  our  schemes 
for  a  better  world.  This  appears  to  be 
a  form  of  escapism,  and  is  to  be  resisted 
until  victory  is  achieved. 

The  Obvious  and  the  Untried 

Life  may  be  regarded  as  a  mixture  of 
the  obvious  and  the  untried.  We  need 
not  despise  the  obvious,  which  for  most 
of  us  is  by  far  the  larger  of  the  two  ingred- 
ients; nor  need  we  fear  the  untried  when 
we  meet  it.  The  year  does  not  at  the 
moment  promise  much  of  outstanding  phar- 
maceutical interest  with  the  exception  of  the 
new  Pharmacy  Bill  in  Northern  Ireland 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Charles  Abernethy. 
The  welcome  awaiting  returning  members 
of  the  Forces  is  duly  emphasised  in  some  of 
your  New  Year  messages.  These  patriots  de- 
serve all  that  we  at  home  can  do  to  help 
them  in  their  change-over  to  civilian  life. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  the  time  they 
begin  to  arrive  the  decontrol  of  polishes 
"made  wholly  or  partly  of  wax"  (p.  677) 


will  have  been  followed  by  similar  relaxa- 
tions. This  hope  is  voiced  by  Mr.  S.  W. 
Whiff  en  and  Mr.  H.  Guy  Drew,  the  latter 
of  whom  refers  with  delicate  satire  to 
"the  now  novel  but  somewhat  useful 
purpose  of  corresponding"  from  which 
the  clerical  staffs  of  business  houses  have 
of  late  been  diverted  by  the  exigencies  of 
official  control.  Familiar  as  the  depletion 
of  staffs  has  become,  I  was  startled  a  few 
days  ago  by  learning  that  a  firm  of  solicitors 
had  a  "waiting  list"  of  clients — a  revealing 
side-light  on  this  situation.  In  solving 
such  problems — and  we  shall  solve  them — 
we  shall  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  Mr.  Fred 
Storey's  remark  to  those  of  us  who  are 
chemists:  "Do  not  function  as  chemists 
merely,  but  as  human  beings ;  co-operating 
members  of  an  interdependent  world-wide 
family."  With  this  outlook  we  shall 
"greet  the  unseen  with  a  cheer." 

A  Tribute  to  Pharmacy 

A  correspondent  has  sent  me  a  cutting 
from  a  quarterly  medical  publication 
containing  an  article  headed  "The  Graces 
and  Anxieties  of  Pill-making."  The  author, 
indicated  as  "H.G.S.,"  begins  by  suggesting 
that  making  of  pills  by  hand  is  becoming 
a  lost  art,  and  that  "soon  the  harsh  music 
of  the  pill  mortar  will  be  heard  no  more  in 
the  pharmacy."  In  a  light  vein  he  (or  she) 1 
develops  this  "hail  and  farewell"  thesis 
with  reminiscences  of  some  of  the  difficulties 
experienced  in  turning  out  satisfactory 
pills,  especially  when  refractory  ingredients 
had  to  be  combined.  The  average  prescriber 
is  blamed  for  setting  awkward  problems : 
".  .  .  it  would  appear  that  his  chief  aim 
had  been  to  exercise  his  imagination  on 
ingredients  of  whose  physical  properties  he 
was  ignorant  .  .  .  ."  A  few  examples  are 
given.  A  study  of  "The  Art  of  Dispensing" 
would  have  shown  "H.G.S."  that  reduced 
iron  with  oil  of  caraway  and  phenol  with 
monobromated  camphor  are  not  absolutely 
intractable  under  the  pestle  of  a  trained 
dispenser.  This  writer's  adventures  in 
dispensing,  however,  have  resulted  in  a 
handsome  tribute  to  pharmacy.  We  read : 
"When  one  considers  the  difficulties  over- 
come, the  expenditure  of  nervous  and 
muscular  energy,  the  infinitesimal  profit 
gained  in  the  making  of  a  dozen  pills  for  the 
modest  price  of  eighteenpence,  one  is 
constrained  to  trumpet  the  apothecary  as 
a  preternaturally  honest  tradesman."  And 
again:  "But  the  pharmacist's  integrity  is 
unfailing  .  .  .  ."  Xrayser 
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Mr.  Frederick  Lewis  Smith,  M.P.S. 
(Lewis  Smith  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  Hereford), 
has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  Here- 
fordshire Insurance  Committee. 

Mr.  Leslie  B.  Singleton,  Ph.C,  a 
director  of  the  Watford  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd., 
has  been  appointed  managing  director  of  the 
General  Advertising  Co.  of  London,  Ltd. 

The  Duke  of  Gloucester  has  decided 
to  retain  office  as  president  of  the  Empire 
Rheumatism  Council  during  his  term  of 
office  as  Governor-General  of  Australia. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Snow,  phavmacien,  Algiers, 
sends  Airgraph  greetings  for  1945,  in  which 
the  greetings  are  graphically  illustrated  as 
being  distilled  in  a  retort  from  the  residue 
of  1944. 

Professor  Ralph  Bienfang,  Oklahoma 
University  school  of  pharmacy,  has  been 
invited  by  the  American  Institute  of  the 
History  of  Pharmacy,  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
to  write  a  history  of  military  pharmacy  in 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  M.P.S.,  a  former 
chairman  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  president  of  the  Normanton 
Rotary  Club,  addressed  Grantham,  Lines, 
Rotary  Club,  recently,  on  "The  Position  of 
the  Pharmacist  in  the  New  Health  Service." 

Mr.  John  P.  Smith  retired  on  December 
30,  1944,  a;fter  almost  sixty  years  as  chief 
engineer  in  the  service  of  T.  &  H.  Smith, 
Ltd.,  Blandfield  Chemical  Works,  Edin- 
burgh. To  mark  the  occasion  he  was 
presented  with  a  wallet  of  notes  from  the 
staff  and  employees. 

Mr.  E.  Skues,  M.P.S. ,  London,  S.W.17, 
contributed  a  letter  to  "The  Daily  Tele- 
graph," recently,  in  which  he  pointed  out 
an  anomaly  in  pay-as-you-earn  income  tax, 
under  which  an  employee  given  a  cash 
Christmas  box  would  have  to  pay  the  major 
proportion  to  the  revenue  authorities  in  tax.

R.A.M.C.,  389  Hartshill  Road,  Hartshill, 
Stoke-on-Trent,  has  been  awarded  the 
Military  Cross  for  conspicuous  service  in 
evacuating  wounded  from  the  Arnhem 
bridgehead  during  the  fighting  in  Holland. 
Lieutenant  Hartley  served  his  apprentice- 
ship in  Burnley,  and  studied  first  at  the 
Burnley  Technical  College  and  later  at 
Manchester  University.  In  1937  ne  headed 
the  list  of  candidates  for  the  Fairchild 
scholarship.  He  qualified  in  1939. 

Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead,  M.P.  (secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  contributed 
to  "The  Times,"  on  January  2,  a  further 
letter  (see  C.  6-  D.,  December  30,  p.  682)  on 
the  subject  of  a  National  Health  Service, 
in  which  he  suggested  the  following  "sign- 
posts" to  the  right  road  of  development: 
Free  choice  of  doctor  and  patient ;  payment 
of  the  doctor  by  a  fee  per  patient  and  not 
by  a  salary  ;  avoiding  herding  patients  into 
municipal  health  centres ;  keeping  the 
efficient  voluntary  hospitals  as  independent 
national  institutions,  free  from  financial 
uncertainty;  remunerating  clinicians  more 
generously  than  medical  administrators ; 
establishing  a  medical  committee  in  every 
municipal  hospital  with  direct  access  to  the 
authority. 

Ex-Bailie  Donald  McGregor,  M.P.S., 
Stirling,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
town  council  of  the  burgh  for  a  good  many 
years,  recently  resigned  from  his  position 
as  chairman  of  the  Stirling  Combination! 
Hospital  Committee,  which  controls  the 
infectious  diseases  hospital  for  local  authori- 
ties over  a  wide  area  of  Stirlingshire  and 
Perthshire.  His  intention  was  to  take  a  less 
active  part  in  public  affairs.  Since  then, 
however,  the  ex-bailie  has  been  approached 
by  the  Public  Library  Committee  to  act  as 
chairman,  and  to  this  he  has  agreed.  As  a 
member  and  former  president  of  Stirling 
Rotary  Club,  he  has  taken  a  keen  interest 
in  a  project  to  establish  an  eventide  home 
for  elderly  people  in  the  town,  and  he 
presided  at  a  public  meeting  at  which  it 
was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  scheme. 
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DEATH  OF  MR.  HERBERT  SKINNER 


The  death  of  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner,  Ph.C, 
>ccurred  suddenly  on  December  30, 1944.  He 
was  seventy-six.  Mr.  Skinner  was  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
to  which  he  was  first  elected  in  191 6.  For 
an  even  longer  period  he  had  been  prominent 
in  pharmaceutical  affairs.    For  forty- three 


years  he  was  chief  pharmacist  at  the  Royal 
Northern  Hospital,  Holloway  Road,  Lon- 
don, N.7,  relinquishing  that  post  only  to 
become,  in  1939,  consultant  pharmacist  to 
the  Royal  Northern  Group  of  Hospitals. 
From  1912  to  1938  he  was  secretary  of  the 
North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Mr.  Skinner  was  a  founder  member  (191 2) 
of  the  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
and  chairman  and  a  founder  member  of 
the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

He  was  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  1927-29,  and 
chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  1932.  The  1934  Codex  was 
produced  during  his  chairmanship  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  Revision 
Committee,  and  he  was  acting  in  the  same 
capacity  for  the  current  revision.  Born  at 
Brigg,  Lincolnshire,  in  1868,  Mr.  Skinner 
was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  S.  Cook,  Hyson 
Green,  Nottingham,  and  afterwards  served 
as  an  assistant  in  Sheffield,  Burton-on- 
Trent,  Worthing  and  London.  He  passed 
the  qualifying  examination  in  1891  and 
the  Major  in  1895,  while  engaged  in  the 
dispensary  at  Guy's  Hospital.  A  frequent 
contributor  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
Mr.  Skinner  also  edited  the  "Script,"  a 
journal  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
London  Chemists'  Associations.    He  acted 


as  secretary  to  the  trustees  of  the  Fairchild 
scholarship,  performing  much  useful  work 
in  that  capacity.  He  took  a  great  interest 
in  London  drug-trade  sports,  and  in  those 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
the  sports  day  of  the  Conference  having 
firmly  established  itself,  largely  as  a  result 
of  his  efforts,  as  one  of  the  prime  features 
of  the  Conference  week's  events.  His  work 
for  pharmacy  was  publicly  recognised  in 
1932  when,  on  the  occasion  of  his  comple- 
tion of  fifty  years'  service  to  the  craft,  he 
was  entertained  to  a  jubilee  dinner  and 
presented  with  a  cheque  subscribed  to  by 
pharmacists  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Six 
years  later,  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  North  London  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  North  Metro- 
politan Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical. 
Society,  Mr.  Skinner  was  the  recipient  of  a 
bookcase  and  cheque  in  recognition  of  his 
twenty-five  years'  service  as  secretary 
to  the  Association.  He  visited  Canada 
and  the  United  States  three  times  in  the 
interests  of  pharmacy,  once  during  his 
presidency  of  the  Society.  In  1926  Mr. 
Skinner  suffered  a  bereavement  by  the  death 
of  his  first  wife.  In  1933  he  married  Miss 
Henrietta  E.  Claremont,  daughter  of  the 
late  Dr.  C.  C.  Claremont,  Southsea,  by 
whom  he  is  survived. 

Xrayser  writes :  Service  was  the  keynote  of 
Herbert  Skinner's  career.  His  election  to  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  followed 
activities  that  rendered  his  success  at  the  poll 
as  certain  as  that  normally  uncertain  result 
can  ever  be.  For  a  time  he  was  the  protagonist 
in  a  minority  of  four  who  imparted  "a  certain 
liveliness"  to  the  proceedings  of  that  staid 
body ;  but  with  the  passing  of  time  those  local 
stresses  disappeared,  and  his  election  to  the 
presidency  of  the  Society  in  1927  was  felt  on 
all  sides  to  be  a  fitting  tribute  to  selfless  devo- 
tion to  pharmacy.  Two  later  events  stand  out 
dn  my  memory.  One  is  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
ovation  that  he  received  at  Brighton' in  the  first 
year  of  his  presidency,  when  he  rose  to  acknow- 
ledge the  toast  of  the  Society  at  the  dinner  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference;  the 
other  is  the  remarkable  function  in  London  in 
celebration  of  his  pharmaceutical  jubilee  in 
1932.  At  the  dinner  to  which  I  refer,  be- 
fore the  principal  toast  was  proposed  by  the 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
supported  by  the  vice-president,  messages  were 
read  or  mentioned  not  only  from  various  parts 
of  the  United  Kingdom  but  also  from  the 
Dominions  and  the  United  States.  It  was  clear 
that  the  guest  of  the  evening  was  an  interna- 
tional figure.  Those  who  worked  with  him  in 
revising  official  and  semi-official  standards  best 
know  how  thorough  was  his  appreciation  of 
research  leading  to  improved  specifications.

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A  LONDON  HEALTH  CENTRE 


Although  health  centres,  as  visualised  in 
the  Government's  White  Paper  on  a 
National  Health  Service,  do  not  as  yet 
exist  in  this  country,  it  is  not  without 
interest  to  visit  a  type  of  centre  at  present 
carried  on  by  a  municipality,  where  experi- 
ence has  been  gained  in  the  grouping  of  the 
various  health  services  and  which  con- 
stitutes, perhaps,  the  nearest  available 
approach  to  the  health  centre  of  the  future. 
Such  a  health  centre  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Borough  of  Finsbury,  on  a  site  easily  acces- 
sible from  all  parts  of  this  large  working- 
class  area. 

Until  1938,  when  the  centre  was  com- 
pleted, the  various  health  services  of  the 
Borough  were  accommodated  in  separate 
buildings  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 
Following  the  erection  of  the  new  building, 
all  the  health  services  were  centralised  in 
one  set  of  premises,  together  with  adminis- 
trative offices,  case  records  and  statistics, 
thereby  increasing  the  scope  and  efficiency 
of  an  important  public  service.  The  public, 
whose  conception  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  previously  limited 
— they  certainly  did  not  consider  that  advice 
on  health  matters  came  within  its  functions 
— were  not  slow  to  respond  to  the  facilities 
afforded  by  the  health  centre,  which,  in  the 
light  of  their  previous  knowledge,  seemed  a 
vast  improvement. 

A  Well-planned  Building 

Land  is,  of  course,  scarce  in  Finsbury, 
but  the  site  occupied  by  the  health  centre 
was  such  that  the  building  could  be  planned 
as  one  open  composition,  with  no  court- 
yards or  dark  corridors,  and  in  such  a  way 
that  every  room  and  passage  would  have 
the  greatest  possible  amount  of  sun,  with 
cross  ventilation  to  each  room.  This  has 
been  done.  Care  has  been  taken  to  plan  the 
building  so  that  the  patients  use  only  the 
ground  floor,  thus  obviating  the  necessity 
of  stair-climbing  by  persons  seeking  treat- 
ment. The  layout  is  sufficiently  flexible  to 
•allow  for  changes  in  demand  upon  the 
various  clinics,  for  the  introduction  of  new 
equipment,  and  for  other  changes  in  prac- 
tice that  may  necessitate  alteration  in  the 
interior  of  the  building.  There  are  no 
interior  columns  and  no  beams  on  the  ceiling 
that  might  interfere  with  the  moving  of 
partitions.  A  continuous  band  of  windows, 
separated  by  small  concrete  mullions, 
which  also  act  as  columns  to  carry  the 
upper  floors,  allows  great  freedom  in  the 
interior.    Central  heating  is  by  a  panel 


system  of  coils  of  hot  water  pipes  built  in 
the  underside  of  the  ceilings.  The  wh 
structure  is  light  and  clean  in  appearan 
in  keeping  with  the  service  it  accommodat 

Modern  Equipment 

The  ground  floor  houses  a  number 
up-to-date  clinics,  including  a  mode 
dental  surgery,  with  #-ray  apparatus  and 
mechanics'  room;  foot  clinic;  womer 
clinic ;  and  solarium.  The  dental  surge 
is  equipped  with  recovery  rooms,  recepti< 
room  for  nurse  and  records,  and  faciliti 
for  a  second  surgery.  Service  provided 
the  foot  clinic  includes  treatment  of  min 
ailments  of  the  feet,  such  as  corns,  wan 
etc.,  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  t 
public.  The  women's  clinic  has  a  consul 
ing  room,  dressing  cubicles,  and  treatme 
room,  and  is  primarily  designed  for  givi 
advice  to  women  over  forty  upon  min 
disabilities  occurring  at  about  this  ag 
The  clinic  is  also  used  for  advice  and  trea 
ment  of  minor  gynaecological  conditio 
arising  after  confinement.  The  solariu 
provides  facilities  for  irradiation  of  grou 
of  persons  by  carbon  arc  lamps,  and  f 
individual  treatment  by  massage  ai 
mercury- vapour  lamps. 

In  the  tuberculosis  clinic  is  to  be  foui 
the  latest  equipment,  including  x-n 
apparatus,  dark  room,  and  a  special  surge 
for  the  treatment  of  patients  by  collap 
therapy.  A  well-equipped  bacteriologic 
laboratory  permits  such  functions  as  exar 
ination  of  swabs,  sputum,  milk,  certa 
foods,  and  simple  pathological  examin 
tions  in  connexion  with  the  work  of  t 
chest  clinic,  etc.,  to  be  carried  out. 

Other  Departments 

On  the  first  floor  may  be  found  offic 
housing  the  whole  of  the  administratis 
staff  of  the  public  health  department; 
lecture  room  to  accommodate  seventy  pe 
sons ;  staff  rooms ;  a  roof  terrace ;  car 
taker's  flat ;  and  a  reception  house,  cor 
prising  male  and  female  wards,  bathroon 
and  sanitary  accommodation,  and  a  con 
munal  kitchen,  for  families  de-housed  I 
reason  of  disinfection  or  disinfestation  pr 
cesses.  There  are  included  disinfecting  ar 
cleansing  stations.  Many  services  are  fre 
but  there  are  a  number  of  additional  se 
vices  for  which  nominal  fees  are  charg 
able.  These  include  the  clinic  for  gyna?c 
logical  disorders,  sunlight  treatment,  mas 
age,  etc.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  aboi 
^60,000  to  ^70,000,  with  equipment. 
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STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  FINDINGS 


Five  cases  were  before  a  meeting  of  the 
Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  in  London  on  December  19 
and  20,  1944.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  A.  R. 
Hill)  first  announced  the  unanimous  deci- 
sion of  the  Committee  upon  complaints 
against  Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  and  Mr. 
Gilbert  Brown,  which,  by  agreement,  had 
been  heard  together  at  the  Committee's 
previous  sitting. 

Opinion  on  Personal  Control 

"The  case  is  one  of  considerable  impor- 
tance to  pharmacists,"  said  the  chairman, 
"since  it  is  the  first  in  which  this  Com- 
mittee has  been  required  to  express  an 
opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  words  'per- 
sonal control'  in  Section  9  (1)  (b),  and  other 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933."  Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  was  a  sub- 
stantial company  which  owned  some  thir- 
teen pharmacies  and,  through  a  subsidiary, 
some  four  drug  stores.  Mr.  Brown  had  for 
forty  years  been  a  qualified  pharmacist,  and 
was  the  company's  joint  managing  director 
and  registered  superintendent.  In  Decem- 
ber 1943,  each  of  the  company's  pharmacies 
was  under  the  control  of  a  qualified  phar- 
macist, Mr.  Brown  being  occupied  with 
general  managerial  work  at  the  company's 
office  and  warehouse.  He  was  undoubtedly 
a  busy  man,  being,  in  effect,  sole  managing 
director.  Difficulties  in  finding  qualified 
assistants  were  great :  nine  or  ten  of  the 
company's  qualified  assistants  had  been 
called  up,  and  it  was  for  this  reason  that  the 
company  had  converted  four  shops,  which 
had  originally  been  pharmacies,  into  drug- 
stores. In  addition,  Mr.  Brown  was  doing 
public  work  in  various  capacities. 

A  National  Health  Insurance  prescrip- 
tion for  an  iron  and  strychnine  tonic  was 
dispensed  at  one  of  the  firm's  branches  by 
one  or  other  or  both  of  two  young  unquali- 
fied female  employees,  as  a  result  of  which 
the  person  for  whom  it  was  made  up  died 
within  two  hours  of  taking  the  first  dose. 
There  was  no  suggestion  that  Mr.  Brown 
had  anything  to  do  with  making  up  the 
mixture.  Consequently  the  company  had 
no  defence  when  charged  with  selling,  by 
an  employee,  poison  in  a  medicine  the  dis- 
pensing of  which  had  not  been  effected  by, 
or  under  the  supervision  of,  a  registered 
pharmacist.  The  company  had  pleaded 
guilty,  and  been  fined  £50 — the  maximum 
penalty— and  ordered  to  pay  ^15  15s.  costs. 
The  jury's  verdict  and  riders  had  been,  in 
effect,  death  by  misadventure;  negligence 


of  supervision  in  dispensing ;  and  extremel 
unsatisfactory  evidence  by  the  assistants 

At  a  later  date  the  local  Insurance  Con 
mittee  had  recommended  that  the  compan 
should  be  severely  censured,  and  that  th 
Minister  of  Health  should  be  asked 
effect,  to  impose  a  further  fine  "of  ^50  b 
deducting  that  amount  from  moneys  pa) 
able  to  the  company.  The  Minister 
reply,  had  associated  himself  fully  in  th 
severe  censure,  but  said  he  did  not  propos 
to  withhold  money  from  the  company 
remuneration.  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  193- 
said  the  chairman,  set  out  the  conditio^ 
upon  which  a  limited  company  might  be 
come  authorised  sellers  of  poisons.  Th 
relevant  conditions  were  that  the  companj 
must  have  a  superintendent,  who  must  be 
registered  pharmacist,  and  must  be  regi: 
tered  with  the  Society  as  the  company 
superintendent;  and  that  if  the  compan 
wished  to  use  such  descriptions  as  "  chemist 
or  "druggist"  he  must  also  be  one  of  if 
directors.  The  business  of  the  company,  s 
far  as  poisons  were  concerned,  was  require 
to  be  under  the  management  of  the  supei 
intendent,  and  in  each  set  of  premises  ther 
must  be,  so  far  as  concerned  the  retail  sal 
of  drugs,  a  manager  who  was  a  registere 
pharmacist. 

"We  would  add,"  said  the  chairmar 
"that  accurate  dispensing  is  important,  no 
only  as  a  safeguard  against  poisoning,  bu 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  patient  will  ge 
the  benefit  of  the  medicine  prescribed, 
seems  clear  to  us  that  the  duty  to  exercis 
personal  control  over  the  retail  sale  of  drug 
involves  a  duty  to  secure — so  far  as  reason 
ably  possible — that  assistants  observe,  i 
the  case  of  medicines  containing  poisons 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  in  the  case  o 
other  medicines,  the  requirements  accepte< 
by  their  employer  under  his  contract,  an< 
that  they  realise  the  responsibility  which 
apart  from  any  such  specific  provisions  am 
requirements,  they  owe  to  patients  and  als< 
to  the  medical  profession.  So  far  a 
medicines  containing  poison  are  concerned 
we  see  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Brown  wa 
aware  that  such  medicines  were  being  mad' 
up  without  his  supervision.  In  our  viev 
that  fact  does  not  conclude  the  matter.  W< 
doubt  whether  such  personal  control  ove 
the  retail  sale  of  drugs  as  the  Act  require 
can  be  exercised  by  a  manager  who  is  no 
in  attendance  on  the  premises  throughou 
the  day,  except  for  reasonable  periods  o 
absence  for  meals.  With  regard  to  medicine: 
not  containing  poison,  where  the  chemist'; 
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bligation  is  contractual  and  not  statutory, 
re  feel  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr. 
frown  was  well  aware  that  the  elder 
ssistant  was  in  the  habit  of  making  up 
lany  of  them  without  supervision.  We  see, 
ideed,  no  reason  to  doubt  his  statement 
hat  he  did  not  know  that  the  younger  girl 
ad  ever  dispensed  anything,  and  was 
taggered  when  he  heard  of  it.  .  .  . 
Naturally  Mr.  Brown  was  reluctant  to  close 
hat  shop  temporarily,  as  we  consider  he 
mght  to  have  done,  but  in  acting  as  he  did 
le  risked  endangering  the  public.  .  .  .  On 
he  findings  at  which  we  have  arrived — and 
ve  cannot  disregard  his  breach  of  regula- 
ions  in  respect  of  the  key  of  the  Dangerous 
)rugs  cupboard — we  feel  bound  to  hold 
hat  Mr.  Brown  failed  to  exercise  proper 
;ontrol  over  those  premises,  and  that  such 
ailure  amounted  to  misconduct.  With 
eluctance,  we  feel  bound  to  direct  the 
■egistrar  to  remove  Mr.  Brown's  name  from 
the  register,  and  we  fix  six  months  as  the 
period  before  the  expiration  of  which  he 
must  not  apply  for  restoration." 

As  to  the  company,  the  chairman  said 
that  the  power  of  disqualification  given  to 
it  by  Section  g  was  limited  by  Section  n, 
under  which  the  committee  must  be  satisfied 
upon  the  facts  proved  that  the  board  as  a 
whole  ought  to  be  regarded  as  responsible 
for  the  act  or  omission  complained  of.  It 
might  be  that,  when  a  director  for  his  own 
purposes  absented  himself,  he  must  be  held 
to  have  delegated  his  responsibilities  to  his 
co-directors,  but  it  seemed  to  the  com- 
mittee that  it  would  be  unfair  to  apply  this 
rule,  if  it  were  a  rule,  in  the  case  of  directors 
involuntarily  absent  in  the  service  of  the 
country.  There  was,  too,  the  fact  that  the 
Minister  considered  that,  after  the  police 
court  proceedings,  a  censure  and  warning, 
in  which  the  Committee  respectfully'  con- 
curred, would  suffice.  After  full  considera- 
tion of  all  the  circumstances  the  Committee 
had  decided  that  no  action  was  required. 

First  Case  Heard 

The  first  case  heard  was  that  of  a  member 
(Mr.  Alterman)  who  had  been  convicted 
of  supplying  cocaine  to  a  woman.  Evidence 
was  given  of  incomplete  records  of  transac- 
tions in  Dangerous  Drugs  and  of  admissions 
by  Alterman  that  he  had  supplied  cocaine 
to  an  unauthorised  person.  The  submission 
made  on  Mr.  Alterman's  behalf  was  that 
the  recipient  of  the  cocaine  had  admitted 
in  court  that  she  had  done  the  pressing 
!  to  secure  the  cocaine,  and  there  was  no  evi- 
dence that  it  had  been  supplied  for  profit,  or 
that  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  supplying 


people  with  cocaine.  The  chairman,  giving 
the  Committee's  decision,  said  they  were 
not  there  to  mete  out  punishment;  they 
were  concerned  with  the  reputation  of  the 
profession.  What  was  Alterman's  record  ? 
In  1938  he  had  misappropriated  money 
amounting  to  at  least  ^150  from  his  then 
employers,  of  which  he  had  made  partial 
restoration.  Almost  immediately  after- 
wards he  was  convicted  of  stealing  cash  and 
was  found  to  be  in  possession  of  gr.  290  of 
cocaine  and  gr.  530  of  heroin.  Only  fifteen 
months  elapsed  before  the  Committee  put 
his  name  back  on  the  register.  Now  they 
had  the  present  case.  They  felt  they  could 
do  nothing  in  the  interests  of  the  reputation 
of  the  profession  but  direct  the  registrar  to. 
remove  Alterman's  name  again. 

No  Action  Taken 

The  next  case  concerned  a  man  who  had 
served  a  four  months'  term  of  imprisonment 
for  fraudulent  embezzlement.  He  had  been 
on  the  register  since  1921,  and  up  to  the 
time  of  his  conviction  had  been  continu- 
ously employed  by  one  firm.  A  manager 
of  the  firm  formerly  employing  the  man 
said  that  from  a  pharmaceutical  point  of 
view  the  company  thought  highly  of  him, 
and  until  this  lapse  his  record  had  been 
excellent.  The  chairman  said  the  amount 
of  money  mentioned  in  the  charge  was 
substantial,  but  the  committee  had  been 
much  impressed  with  the  frank  state- 
ment made  to  them  and  also  with  the 
evidence  given  by  the  manager.  They  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  without  hesitation 
that  the  circumstances  were  most  excep- 
tional. Therefore  they  took  no  action  in 
the  matter. 

Case  Adjourned 

The  solicitor  said  that  the  next  case 
concerned  an  employee  convicted  on 
July  12,  1944,  of  stealing  his  employer's 
property.  The  chairman,  giving  the  com- 
mittee's views,  said  the  evidence  in  the  case 
appeared  to  be  far  from  satisfactory  and 
far  from  complete,  and  they  would  adjourn 
the  case  in  the  hope  of  being  able,  after 
further  inquiries,  to  arrive  at  a  decision 
with  more  confidence. 

Not  Restored 

The  next  case  concerned  an  application 
for  reinstatement,  and  the  direction  to 
the  registrar  was  not  to  restore  the  name 
until  directed. 

In  the  final  case  the  Committee  agreed 
that,  having  regard  to  the  facts,  an  appli- 
cation for  restoration  was  premature.

Insurance  Dispensing  Topics 

7rom  time  to  time  points  of  interest  to 
:ontractor  chemists  under  the  National 
lealth  Insurance  Acts  are  brought  out  in 
he  Journal  of  the  National  Association  of 
"lerks  to  Insurance  Committees.  In  the 
January  1945  issue  reference  is  made,  for 
example,  to  a  curious  loophole  in  the  disci- 
plinary action  capable  of  being  applied  to 
my  contractor  who  fails  to  meet  his 
Dbligations  to  his  Insurance  Committee.  A 
branch  pharmacy  of  a  concern  operating 
several  shops  was  visited  by  an  inspector 
)f  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  found 
that  medicines  containing  poisons  were 
being  dispensed  by  an  unqualified  junior 
assistant.  As  an  outcome  of  subsequent" 
proceedings,  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  directed  that  the 
premises  at  which  the  offence  had  been 
committed  should  be  removed  from  the 
Register  of  Premises  and  disqualified  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  No  appeal  was  made 
against  the  decision,  but  at  the  end  of  three 
months  (the  period  during  which  an  appeal 
may  be  lodged)  formal  notice  was  exhibited 
oin  the  premises  that  the  business  was  being 
transferred  to  an  address  two  doors  away. 
A  discretion  by  the  local  price-regulation 


committee  (which  approved  the  mutual 
transfer  of  two  businesses  at  the  two  sets 
of  premises)  to  demand  an  announcement 
of  the  transfer  in  the  public  Press,  was  not 
exercised.  When  the  facts  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Insurance  Committee  and 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  both  bodies 
made  representations  to  the  price-regulation 
committee,  but  without  avail.  The  com- 
pany next  made  application  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  registration  of  the 
premises  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  and  no  legal  grounds  existed  for 
a  refusal.  For  a  similar  reason,  namely  that 
the  company,  being  a  contractor  to  the 
Insurance  Committee  at  its  other  branches, 
could  hardly  be  regarded  as  introducing 
"prejudice  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service," 
there  were  no  grounds  for  refusing  its 
application  to  act  as  contractor  at  the  new 
address.  Thus  it  has  been  possible  for  the 
company  to  make  the  disciplinary  action  a 
mockery,  and  the  only  remedy  against  a 
recurrence  of  such  a  stultification  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  appears  to  lie 
in  securing  the  passage  through  Parliament 
of  an  amendment  to  the  legislation.  Doubt- 
less the  point  will  be  watched  by  the  central 
authority  in  pharmacy. 

A  problem  that  can  more  easily  be  cleared 
up,  but  which  is  evidently  causing  some 
confusion  at  present,  concerns. what  should 
be  supplied  if  "Boric  lint,  8  oz."  is  ordered 
on  an  Insurance  prescription.  Doctors  have 
been  requested  to  order  by  sizes,  and  Size  8 
corresponds  to  an  approximate  weight  of 
4  oz.  At  sister  branches  of  a  single  concern, 
which  were,  in  fact,  under  contract  to  the 
same  Insurance  Committee,  different  inter- 
pretations had  been  placed  on  the  prescrip- 
tion, causing  some  dissatisfaction  to  the 
patient,  who  received  different  sizes  from 
identical  scripts  on  successive  occasions. 
Whatever  the  doctor  intended,  there  would 
appear  to  be  no  doubt  that  any  chemist  who 
took  the  prescription  literally  would  have 
his  account  met  by  the  Pricing  Bureau, 
although  the  Superintendent  of  one  Bureau 
has,  according  to  the  "Journal  of  the 
Naoctic,"  given  "a  most  learned,  academic, 
and  to  him,  no  doubt,  very  convincing 
reason  why  8  oz.  should  mean  4  oz."  It  may 
be  profitable  to  reproduce  a  table,  compiled 
by  the  editor  of  the  journal  referred  to, 
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setting  out  the  sizes  doctors  have  been 
requested  to  prescribe,  with  the  approxi- 
mate weight  of  each  : —

It  is  obviously  not  within  our  competence 
to  give  a  ruling  on  this  point,  and  chemists 
must  for  the  time  being  come  to  their  own 
decision.  A  hint  may  be  given,  however, 
that  the  Pricing  Bureau  should  be  left  in 
no  doubt  what  the  contractor  supplies. 
Otherwise  there  may  be  loss  to  the  supplier. 

Food  Labelling 

Following  a  decision  already  announced 
to  postpone  the  date  of  operation  of  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order,  so  far  as  labels 
are  concerned,  until  May  1,  1945,  with 
further  three-  and  six-months'  dispensa- 
tions to  permit  wholesalers  and  retailers  to 
dispose  of  their  stocks  (C.  &  D.,  1944.  H- 
433),  the  Order  has  now  been  re-enacted  as 
the  Labelling  of  Food  (No.  2)  Order,  1944 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  1447).  The  oppor- 
tunity has  been  taken  to  amend  it  in 
certain  respects,  as  a  result  of  the  experience 
gained  in  advising  traders  upon  their 
labelling  problems.  For  example,  it  is 
made  clear  that  the  statement  of  composi- 
tion on  a  label  must  indicate  the  true 
nature  of  the  ingredient  or  ingredients  of 
which  the  food  is  composed.  Again,  where 
a  complete  quantitative  disclosure  of  the 
ingredients  is  made,  the  sequence  in  which 
they  are  disclosed  need  not  be  that  of  the 
proportion  by  weight  in  which  they  have 
been  used.  The  statement  of  minimum 
quantity  of  the  food  must  be  expressed  in 
terms  of  net  weight  or  of  measure.  Foods 
packed  in  advance  by  retailers,  on  the 
premises  on  which  they  are  sold,  are  exempt 
from  the  full  labelling  provisions,  provided 
the  label  bears  no  words  referring  in  any 
way  to  the  food,  other  than  such  words 
or  other  markings  as  are  reasonably  neces- 
sary to  identify  the  food,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  quantity  or  price.  As 


already  announced,  the  use  of  a  plain  lin 
is  permitted  where  it  is  not  removed  frc 
the  outer  wrapper.  When  the  presence  oi 
mineral  is  disclosed  as  an  ingredient, 
accordance  with  the  requirements 
Article  2  (3),  and  no  other  claim  or  sugg^ 
tion  is  made  as  to  its  presence,  the 
closure  need  not  be  substantiated  by 
declaration  of  the  minimum  quantity  of  t 
mineral  present. 

As  a  result  of  amendments  to  the  Fii 
Schedule,  the  ingredients  which  may 
designated  as  flavourings  without  furth 
specification  are  restricted  to  such  produ 
as  are  used  in  food  primarily  for  flavouri 
purposes  (a  definition  of  flavouring 
inserted).  Food  colourings,  when  p: 
packed  for  sale  as  such,  may  be  labell 
without  disclosing  the  identity  of  1 
colouring  ingredient  but,  if  the  latter  is 
synthetic  origin,  the  word  "colour"  mi 
be  qualified  by  either  "synthetic" 
"artificial."  When  any  product  which 
the  subject  of  a  monograph  in  the  Briti 
Pharmacopoeia  or  the  British  Pharm 
ceutical  Codex  is  used  as  an  ingredient  oi 
food,  the  official  title  may  be  used  witho 
disclosure  of  the  constituents.  When  u 
as  ingredients,  deodorised  fatty  oils  m: 
be  designated  "edible  oil"  or  "edible  fai 
The  declaration — required  by  the  Order 
of  quantity  of  vitamin  or  minerals  in  a  foe 
where  their  presence  is  claimed,  becai 
obligatory,  so  far  as  advertisements 
concerned,  on  January  1.  A  Second  Sch 
ule  to  the  Order  indicates  the  synonymo, 
terms  which  may  be  used  in  the  declarati 
of  vitamin  content. 

Openings  for  British 
Pharmacists  in  Australia

a  brief  account  of  his  successful  venti 
and,  at  the  same  time,  his  views  on  t| 
prospects  for  young  pharmacists  in  Ai 
tralia    when    the    present    conflict  encfl 
These  were  published  in  the  form  of 
article  under  the  title  of  "Queensland- 
Land  of  Opportunities"  (C.  &>  £>.,  19^ 
II.  45).  A  letter  from  "Managing  Directorl 
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ublished  in  the  same  issue  (p.  52)  supported 
le  opinion  of  our  contributor,  the  writer 
dding  that  "any  chemists  who  can  adapt 
lemselves  to  the  Australian  life  .  .  .  are 
lmost  certain  to  be  very  successful.  They 
an  be  assured  of  sympathetic  help  and 
ncouragement  from  the  wholesale  section 
f  the  industry." 

The  number  of  inquiries  asking  for  fur- 
her  information  which  followed  the  puli- 
ation of  the  article  and  letter  showed  that 
he  subject  had  aroused  interest  amongst 
roung  pharmacists  and  students.  At  the 
ime  of  publication  we  anticipated  that 
hese  contributions  might  possibly  arouse 
qually  as  much  interest  in  pharmaceutical 
ircles  in  Australia,  and  we  were  not 
sntirely  surprised  this  week  to  receive  from 
;he  general  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
m  official  communication  giving  the  other 
jide  of  the  picture  (p.  26).  While  the  enthu- 
siasm of  our  former  contributors  is  evidently

M.  OF  H.  BULLETIN 

The  following  abstracts  are  taken  from  the 
fifth  Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin  to  phar- 
macists, issued  by  arrangement  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society : — 

Health  of  the  Nation  in  1943-44 

How  well  the  public  health  has  been 
maintained,  and  how  much  remains  to  be 
done,  are  emphasised  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  in  the  summary  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  his  Department  for  1943-44. 
New  low  records  were  established  in  deaths 
from  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  tubercu- 
losis amongst  women,  pleurisy,  appendi- 
citis, epilepsy  and  many  other  diseases. 
Progress  in  safer  motherhood  and  healthier 
childhood  continued,  with  new  low  records 
for  maternal,  neo-natal,  infant  and  child 
mortality ;  while  the  still-birth  rate  has 
been  reduced  to  three-quarters  of  the  pre- 
war figure.  The  year  was  notable  for  the 
issue  of  the  White  Paper  on  the  National 
Health  Service.  The  Report  also  contains 
chapters  on  housing  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health's  activities  in  the  field  of  recon- 
struction, and  discusses  a  probable  increase 
in  minor  illnesses.  "The  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  under  National  Health 
Insurance  increased  materially  over  those 
in  1942,  but  was  slightly  less  than  in  1939, 
when  the  insured  population  entitled  to 


authorities,  there  is  agreement  that  there 
will  be  a  limited  number  of  places  of  estab- 
lishment for  progressive  men.  The  letter 
points  out  that  "  the  position  in  this  country 
[Australia]  is  very  obscure  at  the  moment." 
Pharmacy  in  the  Commonwealth  has  much 
the  same  major  problem  to  face  as  confronts 
pharmacists  in  this  country,  namely, 
conditions  of  engagement  and  status  of  the 
profession  under  a  comprehensive  national 
health  scheme,  but  such  a  scheme,  when  put 
into  operation,  should  not  adversely  affect 
the  scope  for  employment  of  pharmacists. 

We  entirely  agree  that  nothing  must 
interfere  with  the  priority  of  employment 
of  the  600  qualified  Australian  men  who  are 
at  present  serving  in  the  defence  forces. 
Even  so,  unless  we  take  an  altogether  too 
roseate  view  of  the  subject,  the  anticipated 
post-war  increase  in  the  population  of 
Australia,  and  consequent  opening  up  and 
development  of  the  country,  should  provide 
fair  opportunity  for  a  limited  number  of 
additional  young  pharmacists. 

TO  PHARMACISTS 

medical  benefit  was  larger,"  but  "there  is 
certainly  no  indication  of  any  increase  in 
more  serious  illness."  Deaths  from  respira- 
tory tuberculosis  were  21,342,  against 
20,989  in  1942.  Deaths  from  all  forms  were 
100  more  than  the  previous  year,  but  less 
than  1940  and  1941.  The  mass  miniature 
radiography  scheme  came  into  active 
operation  during  the  year.  "An  increase  of 
139  per  cent,  in  early  cases  of  syphilis, 
compared  with  1939,  must  cause  serious 
concern."  During  the  year  1,039,492 
children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
under  local  authority  arrangements. 

Nutritional  Surveys  of  the  Ministry 

In  1937  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Nutrition  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland 
issued  its  first  and  only  report.  This  set 
out  statistics  showing  current  production, 
imports  and  consumption  of  food  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Between  then  and  the 
outbreak  of  war,  food  statistics  were  per- 
fected by  the  Food  (Defence  Plans)  Depart- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Trade,  so  that  when 
that  Department  expanded  and  became  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  the  new  Ministry  had 
at  its  disposal  a  mass  of  knowledge  of 
paramount  importance  for  planning  the 
nation's  food  supply  in  time  of  war.  During 
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the  same  interval,  knowledge  of  the  diets 
of  the  people  and  of  their  deficiencies  was 
extended  by  dietary  surveys.  Knowledge 
of  the  nation's  dietary  made  it  possible 
for  the  Government  to  arrange  for  the 
distribution  of  food  by  rationing,  by 
priority  schemes,  e.g.  the  National  Milk 
scheme,  and  otherwise,  so  as  to  conform 
to  nutritional  needs. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  war  it  became 
clear  that  steps  would  have  to  be  taken  at 
an  appropriate  time  to  make  regular 
assessments  of  the  state  of  nutrition  of 
samples  of  the  population.  The  first  test 
was  indirect.  In  1941-42,  the  Ministry 
conducted  feeding  tests  on  about  1,200 
school  children  and  200  factory  operatives.

The  tests  lasted  six  to  nine  months  and  the 
results  showed  that  the  addition  to  the 
diet  of  supplements  of  vitamins  A,  B,  C 
and  D  in  amounts  sufficient  to  provide  the 
full  estimated  daily  requirement  of  each, 
had  no  significant  effect  on  rate  of  growth, 
output  of  work,  or  incidence  of  ill-health. 
In  1 94 1  the  Ministry  decided  also  to  con- 
duct systematic  clinical  surveys  of  persons 
of  different  ages  and  occupation  up  and 
down  the  country.  Eventually,  with  the 
aid  of  funds  from  the  Medical  Research 
Council,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and 
the  Nuffield  Trust,  the  University  of 
Oxford  set  up  an  Institute  for  Human 
Nutrition.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  speak  of 
specific  findings. 

In  1942  the  Ministry  secured  for  one  year 
the  services  of  Dr.  Sydenstricker,  a  pioneer 
in  the  identification  and  aetiology  of  defi- 
ciency disease.  He  found  little  evidence  of 
frank  deficiency  disease.  Sydenstricker  was 
succeeded  by  Drs.  Hawes  and  Stannus,  who 
had  in  turn  to  give  up  survey  work,  and 
were  succeeded  by  Drs.  Adcock  and  Fitz- 
gerald. The  summary  findings  for  all  three 
groups  are  set  out  in  the  table  above. 

The  figures  suggest  that  there  has  been 
a  progressive  improvement  from  1942  to 


1944,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  such  an  inferen 
is  valid,  because  some  of  the  areas  cover 
had  been  badly  depressed  before  the  war. 

Cancer  Treatment  and  Early  Sympton 

To  a  large  extent,  an  increase  in  t 
incidence  of  cancer  is  more  apparent  ths 
real.   Cancer  is  a  disease  of  the  second  h 
of  life,  and  the  whole  trend  of  mode 
medicine  has  been  to  eliminate  the  killi 
diseases   from   the   younger   age  group 
which  means  that  more  people  are  enteri 
those  age  groups  in  which  cancer  most  oft 
makes  its  appearance  and  there  are,  ther 
fore,  more  cases  recorded.    Other  probab 
reasons  for  the  increase  are  more  accura 
diagnosis  and  death  certification.  It 
never  t  hele.

In  a  League  of  Nations  inquiry  int 
cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb,  it  wa 
found  that  11  per  cent,  of  subjects  onl 
attended  for  treatment  at  a  really  earl 
stage  of  the  disease,  while  60  per  cen 
attended  when  the  disease  had  progresse 
a  considerable  way.  Of  those  who  attende 
early,  56  per  cent,  were  alive  and  well  a 
the  end  of  five  years  after  treatment,  whil 
of  those  who  came  in  later  stages,  th 
percentage  fell  to  16.  A  Ministry  of  Heart] 
report  showed  that  of  people  who  attende 
for  treatment  suffering  from- cancer  of  th 
breast  at  an  early  stage,  90  per  cent,  wer 
alive  and  well  ten  years  after  they  ha 
received  treatment,  while  of  persons  wh 
attended  at  a  late  stage  over  90  per  cen 
were  dead  at  the  end  of  ten  years.  'fhes< 
facts  show  that  if  cancer  is  taken  early  i 
can  in  a  great  many  cases  be  successfully 
treated.  The  aim  of  all  interested  in  cance 
is  to  get  people  to  attend  for  treatmen 
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hen  the  disease  is  at  an  early  curable 
age.  Any  symptom  or  sign,  particularly 
>pearing  at  or  after  middle  age,  which 
jes  not  speedily  respond  to  ordinary 
easures,  should  be  taken  seriously  and 
edical  help  should  be  sought.  Signs  that 
lould  particularly  be  looked  for  are 
xurrence  of  any  lump  or  ulcer  on  the  skin, 
louth,  tongue,  breast,  etc.,  unexplained 
leeding  from  any  of  the  body  orifices, 
idigestion  coming  on  suddenly  in  a  person 
rho  has  previously  been  free  from  it,  etc. 

Eradication  of  Fleas  in  War-time 

It  is  important  to  determine  which  species 
>  responsible  for  a  flea  nuisance,  because 
his  will  show  where  they  breed  and  what 
ontrol  measures  are  necessary.  Wherever 
ossible,  therefore,  specimens  should  be 
ent  for  identification. 

The  risk  of  acquiring  fleas  in  public 
>laces  in  Britain  is  not  generally  great. 
The  use  of  repellents,  therefore,  is  usually 
lot  worth  while.  Two  types  of  protective 
ubstances  may  be  used  :  a  repellent  or  a 
apidly  acting  insecticide.  Both  should  be 
ipplied  to  the  clothing  rather  than  the  skin.  , 
Vs  fleas  cannot  jump  upwards  more  than 
ibout  6  in.,  it  should  be  sufficient  to  spray 
;he  socks  and  tuck  the  trousers  into  them. 
|ertain  new  synthetic  compounds  which 
lave  proved  satisfactory  in  preventing 
Dites  of  other  insects  may  perhaps  prove 
effective  against  fleas  (e.g.  dimethyl  phthal- 
ite  or  indalone).  Alternatively,  undiluted 
Lethane  384  or  a  pyrethrum  preparation 
[when  available)  sprayed  lightly  on  the 
Nothing  will  stupefy  fleas  which  come  in 
contact  with  them,  and  prevent  their 
attacks.  Fleas  cannot  infest  dwelling 
houses  that  are  regularly  swept  and  cleaned, 
for  the  larvae  from  eggs  laid  by  an  occasional 
adult  stand  no  chance  of  developing. 

One  way  of  getting  rid  of  the  trouble 
in  a  building  is  fumigation  with  hydrogen 
cyanide  by  professional  fumigators.  This 
necessitates  vacating  the  house  for  one  or 
two  days.  It  is  essential  to  trace  the  breed- 
ing site  and  extirpate  the  brood.  Human 
fleas  commonly  infest  and  breed  in  bed- 
rooms. It  is  often  advisable  to  start  with 
a  simple  fumigation,  using  either  para- 
dichlorobenzene  or  flake  naphthalene  at 
the  rate  of  5  lb.  per  1,000  cub.  ft.  Scatter 
the  crystal  over  the  floor  and  seal  the  room 
up  so  far  as  possible  for  twenty- four  hours. 
The  adults  and  most  of  the  larvae  will  then 
be  dead  and  the  room  may  be  aired. 

Cat  or  dog  fleas  are  responsible  for  the 
majority  of  complaints  from  reasonably 
well-kept  houses.     Fleas  on  the  animal's 


body  may  be  treated  by  dusting  with  a 
finely  powdered  insecticide.  The  new 
D.D.T.,  5  per  cent.,  pyrethrum  powder  (0-5 
per  cent,  pyrethrins)  or  derris  powder  (1  per 
cent,  rotenone)  are  all  excellent  but  almost 
unobtainable.  Alternatively,  the  animal 
should  be  bathed  in  warm  water  containing 
2-3  per  cent.  Creolin  or  else  lathered  with  a 
good  carbolic  soap.  Afterwards  brush  or 
comb  out  any  remaining  fleas,  which  will 
be  dead  or  stupefied.  Dogs  and  cats  may 
try  to  lick  themselves  clean,  so  highly 
poisonous  insecticides  should  be  avoided.

Dental  Disease  and  Care  of  Teeth 

Dental  disease  is  the  most  widespread  of 
all  diseases.  It  is  generally  accepted  that 
one  of  the  main  factors  is  fermentation  of 
carbohydrate  food  debris  by  mouth  bacteria. 
The  acid  thus  formed  decalcifies  the  enamel. 
Once  this  layer  has  been  penetrated,  the 
organisms  which  cause  decay  of  the  dentine 
carry  on  their  destructive  work  and  eventu- 
ally the  pulp  is  reached.  The  result  is 
severe  pain  and  inflammation  which  lead 
to  abscess  formation.  Even  a  twinge  of 
pain  is  a  warning  that  treatment  is  urgently 
needed.  Pyorrhoea  alveolaris,  the  discharge 
of  pus  from  the  gum  at  the  necks  of  the 
teeth,  gradually  destroys  the  bone  support- 
ing the  teeth,  which  then  tend  to  loosen. 
Much  can  be  done  if  the  disease  is  treated 
in  its  early  stages. 

Much  can  also  be  done  to  ensure  that  a 
child  has  a  good  set  of  teeth.  First,  every 
expectant  mother  should  seek  the  advice 
of  her  dentist  during  the  early  stages  of 
pregnancy.  When  the  child  has  acquired 
a  few  teeth,  he  should  be  encouraged  to 
eat  hard  rusks  to  develop  the  jaws.  Meals 
should  finish  with  raw  carrot  or  apple  to 
help  remove  soft  food.  The  milk  teeth 
should  last  until  they  are  naturally  shed. 
They  require  special  care,  as  they  are  highly 
susceptible  to  decay,  but  they  can  be  satis- 
factorily filled  if  the  decay  is  not  extensive. 
The  opinion  that  it  is  a  waste  of  time  to 
fill  milk  teeth  because  "they  are  only  tem- 
porary" is  entirely  wrong.  From  the  age 
of  three  years,  or  earlier  if  any  trouble  is 
suspected,  a  child  should  be  taken  to  the 
dentist  at  least  every  six  months.

Correspondence 

Miss  G.  O'Leary,  M.P.S.I.,  Adare,  co. 
Limerick,  wrote  drawing  attention  to  the 
sale  of  a  preparation  for  killing  crows  and 
stating  :  "  You  have  no  idea  of  all  the  harm 
that  such  poisons  are  doing.  Valuable 
animals  of  all  kinds  are  being  killed  instead 
of  crows."  The  letter  was  noted. 

A  number  of  letters  were  received  from 
members  of  the  Society  in  response  to 
extracts  from  the  president's  address  on  the 
apprenticeship  question,  which  had  been 
circulated  to  them.  Mr.  M.  V.  Sargent, 
who  stated  that  for  the  past  twenty  years 
he  had  been  advocating  restriction  of 
apprentices,  wrote:  "My  resolution  of  the 
problem  has  always  been :  Make  botany 
and  chemistry  compulsory  in  the  Prelimin- 
ary examination.  This  would  give  us  fewer 
but  better  apprentices ;  fewer,  because 
these  subjects  Would  have  to  be  taken  as 
'  specials '  at  school,  or  on  leaving  school. 
Pharmacy  would  not  then  be,  as  at  present, 
the  last  hope  of  numerous  failures  in  com- 
petitive examinations  for  the  civil  service, 
banks,  railways,  etc."  In  the  course  of  a 
lengthy  statement  on  the  matter  he  added  : 
"  Failing  my  first  suggestion,  make  the 
Preliminary  so  difficult  as  to  be  competitive. 
Decent  pharmacists  should  apply '  sanctions ' 
to  colleagues  taking  two  or  more  appren- 
tices. My  view  is  that  no  pharmacist  who 
is  not  already  employing  one  or  more  paid 
assistants  should  take  an  apprentice. 
Finally,  the  Assistants'  Union  could  enforce 


a  proportion  of  learners  to  qualified  in  a 
one  shop."  Mr.  W.  Keane-Stack,  Listow 
co.  Kerry,  wrote:    "I  note  that  the  P 
liminary  examination  has  been  made  m 
difficult.   I  have  been  recently  approach 
by  another  chemist,  who  has  suggested  f 
we  should  get  together  and  make  rep 
sentations  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci 
that  the  children  of  members  should  ha 
some  concession  so  far  as  the  examinati 
is  concerned."

— The 
Registrar  (Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr) :  Without  the 
slightest  hesitation. — Mr.  O'Rourke:  I 
want  to  make  the  Minister  do  his  job  and 
issue  the  proper  Leaving  certificate. 

After  further  discussion,  the  following 
motion,  proposed  by  Mr.  Brady,  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gleeson,  was  adopted :

Dangerous  Drugs  Through  Wholesalers 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  business  on  the 
agenda  Mr.  Costelloe  raised  the  question 
of  the  sale  of  Dangerous  Drugs  through 
wholesale,  as  distinct  from  manufacturing, 
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firms.  Some  time  ago  the  matter  had  been 
raised  with  the  Department  of  Justice, 
when  it  was  urged  that  sales  and  distribu- 
tion through  wholesalers  should  only  be 
made  by  qualified  persons,  but  the  reply 
was,  he  declared,  unsatisfactory.  Members 
should  not  let  the  matter  drop,  as  in  his 
view  it  was  unfair  to  retailers  that  such 
drugs  should  pass  from  the  wholesalers 
through  any  but  qualified  people.  As  guar- 
dians of  the  interests  of  their  Licentiates 
the  Council  should  look  into  the  matter. 
In  their  own  pharmacies  they  would  not 
let  a  messenger  boy  weigh  out  morphine 
or  cocaine,  but  in  some  wholesale  houses 
these  drugs  were  being  handled  by  unquali- 
fied persons.  Mr.  Fullam,  supporting,  said 
he  knew  of  one  big  wholesale  house  with 
not  even  a  Registered  Druggist  on  its  staff. 

Mr.  Meagher  said  that,  as  things  stood, 
these  people,  because  they  were  wholesalers, 
could  sell  morphine  and  cocaine  by  the  ton, 
but  there  was  no  reason  why  they  as  a 
Council  should  not  make  a  pretty  stiff 
protest.  They  were  twenty-one  persons 
appointed  in  the  public  interest,  and  it  was 
their  duty  to  inform  the  Government  that 
a  certain  firm  of  wholesalers  did  not  employ 
a  properly  qualified  person  to  handle 
Dangerous  Drugs. 


Special  Legislation  Necessary 

The  President  said  that  to  remedy  tl 
situation  would  not  entail  special  legislati 
Under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  the  Depai 
ment  could   make  regulations  making 
compulsory  on  wholesale  houses  to  empL 
qualified  persons. 

Mr.  Cunningham  :  Was  it  not  on  t 
point  that  they  thought  all  those  hou 
were  covered  ? — The  President  :  Th 
was  a  list  of  names  submitted,  and 
Department  refused  to  answer  our  reque 
That  is  on  record. 

The  Registrar  said  that  on  the  previo 
occasion  the  Department  had  been  suppl 
with  a  list  of  the  houses  that  had  qualifi 
persons  and  those  that  had  not,  toget 
with  details  of  illegal  sales.  Yet  the  Counci 
request  had  been  turned  down. — M 
Costelloe  pointed  out  that  a  mista 
made  in  a  wholesale  house  not  employi 
a  qualified  person  might  affect  the  go 
name  of  one  of  their  members. 

The  Council  decided  to  set  up  a  su 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Costelk 
Meagher,  Cunningham,  and  the  officers 
go  into  the  matter  before  acting  further.

The  markets  have  reopened  on  a  quiet 
note  after  the  holiday  break,  business  being 
further  circumscribed  by  the  usual  seasonal 
decline  in  activity  and  the  annual  stock- 
taking. As  a  result,  the  volume  of  trade 
during  the  past  few  days  has  been  small, 
although  inquiry  for  a  number  of  articles 
has  been  rather  more  than  might  have  been 
expected ;  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
export  inquiries  is  also  noted — a  demand 
which  dealers  will  find  it  difficult  to  meet 
under  existing  conditions.  Only  one  im- 
portant price  change  has  been  announced 
in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals — an  ad- 
vance of  sixpence  per  lb.  in  Bismuth 
subgallate  as  a  consequence  of  the  higher 
figure  now  ruling  for  gallic  acid. 

Dealers  in  Crude  Drugs  report  extremely 
quiet  conditions,  with  activity  limited  to  a 
small  range  of  items,  and  prices  mostly 
firm  at  the  levels  recorded  last  week.  A 
good  inquiry  is  being  received  for  Agar, 
and  some  small  business  is  noted  at  the 
official  rates.  Balsam  tolu  is  not  available 
at  present,  but  it  is  understood  that  some 
material  will  be  coming  forward  on  quota. 
Benzoin  is  wanted,  but  supplies  are  prac- 
tically exhausted.  Cardamoms  varieties 
are  quiet  and  unchanged.  Cloves  is  frac- 
tionally easier  on  spot.  Colocynth  appears 
to  be  in  fair  supply,  with  the  price  steady. 
Ergot  is  scarce.  Supplies  of  Jaborandi 
are  meagre,  though  the  price  is  steady  at 
the  recent  increase.  A  good  demand  is 
being  received  for  Rhubarb,  but  supplies 
are  short  and  the  price  nominal. 

There  are  no  price  changes  to  record  in 
Essential  Oils,  and  business  is  quiet. 
The  Ministry  of  Food  announces  that  there 
will  be  no  changes  in  existing  prices  of 
Unrefined  Oils  and  Fats  and  Technical 
Animal  Fats  allocated  to  primary  whole- 
salers and  large  trade  users  during  the  five 
weeks  ending  February  3.

Australian  Pharmacy  Conditions 

Sir, — Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
an  article  and  editorial  notice  which 
appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
July  8,  1944,  pp.  41,  45  and  52,  in  regard  to 
openings  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  in 
Australia,  and  particularly  in  Queensland. 
The  Executive  of  this  Association  has  asked 
me  to  communicate  with  you  on  the  subject. 
Whilst  it  is  always  true  that  there  Avill  be 
a  limited  number  of  opportunities  of 
establishment  for  progressive  men,  the 
position  in  this  country  is  very  obscure  at 
the  moment.  Although  we  have  been 
passing  through  a  period  of  relative  pros- 
perity, and  there  is  a  great  dearth  of  quali- 
fied men  in  relation  to  the  number  of 
pharmacies  in  this  country,  it  is  not  antici- 
pated that  these  conditions  will  continue 
indefinitely.  The  ratio  of  chemists'  shops 
and  dispensaries  to  population  is  very  high 
in  this  country,  and  the  consensus  of 
opinion  is  that  saturation  point  has  been 
reached.  The  total  number  of  pharmacies 
and  dispensaries  in  the  whole  of  the  Com- 
monwealth is  approximately  3,000.  Ap- 
proximately 600  qualified  men  are  at  present 
serving  in  the  Defence  Forces  and  many  of 
these,  upon  return,  will  seek  to  re-establish 
themselves.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  the 
shortage  of  qualified  personnel  will  then 
disappear.  Should  this  coincide  with  a 
period  of  recession  of  business  activity  a 
decline  in  volume  of  turnover  and  .profits 
may  be  anticipated.  An  unknown  factor  is 
the  operation  of  the  proposed  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Benefits  Act  which  was  passed  by  the 
Commonwealth  Government  early  this 
year,  and  may  come  into  operation  towards 
the  middle  of  1045.  Although  agreement  has
